The detonation was set up as | 


the first major test, in the 
scheduled 20-shot series, of a 
new approach to civilian under- 
ground shelters. 

In addition to testing the sur- 
vival characteristics of civilian 
shelters beneath concrete 
domes, experiments were con- 
ducted to determine the most 
suitable radiation - protective 
clothing for soldiers and civil- 
_lams and the effects of radia- 
| tion fallout on foodstuff. 

Interior doors at the control 
point swung freely in the shock 
wave, the AEC reported. The 
entry-way door went flying off 
its hinges au.d a four-foot long 
erack split the thick concrete 
wall near the damaged door. 
The damage showed moments 
after the atomic device explod- 
-ed at 6:30 a.m. from a platform 
suspended beneath a captive 
balloon 700 feet above the floor 
of the Nevada proving grounds. 

The size of the fireball and 
the resulting above-nominal! size 
mushroom cloud betokened the 
most powerful blast. of the 
series. It was estimated roughly 
to be equivalent of 30,000 tons 
of TNT or more. That is 10,000 
more tons ot TNT kick than the 
Hiroshima-Nagasaki bombs. _ 

Spread beneath the balloon 
at varying distances were shel- 
ters, thick concrete dome struc- 
tures with pop-up stee] doors. 

Nearly 1000 military observ- 
ers occupied trenches 5% miles 
from ground zero, the first use 
of troops close up in the cur- 
rent series, However, troops 
have withstood the blast of nu- 
clear fission at much closer 
ranges—up to 1% miles.

But however enjoyable it may be, 
marketing is still a serious business since it involves spend- 
ing a sizable part.of the family income. Also, the family’s 
health may depend in no small part upon what goes into 
the shopping cart. 

In reality, the actual buying is a sort of second act 


It 
ties in closely with meal planning, which was discussed in 
detail in last Monday's food section, 

Before the shopping list is made out, there ate several 
points which should be eonsidered. The first is the all- 
important question of budget limitations; the second is 
storage facilities (a check on space currently available in 


freezer, refrigerator and cabinets); the third is the food 
preferences of the family and the menus planned around 
them. Then the homemaker must put first things first; 
she should consider the essentials and decide how much 
storage space and money may be left over for non-essentials. 

There has been much discussion about the value of a 
shopping list, but despite claims made by some homemakers 
that just seeing things in the market is all they need to 
remind them of their needs, most experts agree that some 
sort of a list is a “‘must’’ for wise and thrifty marketing. 

If a list is kept in the kitchen at all times upon which 
to jot down items as they come to mind, and if a check is 
made of staples just before starting to the store, these two 
sources will provide a nucleus of a list. However, it should 
be flexible enough so that the shopper may take advantage 
of any especially good buys which she may find in the 
market, bearing in mind that no matter how tempting the 
price may be, nothing is a bargain if it doesn’t fit into her 
plans and if she doesn’t have storage space for it. 

Irene, and all of the new homemakers of whom she is 
representative, will find that they can save real money 
by keeping informed upon which foods are in good supply 
on a local level. Those last two words are the keynote; 
such information must be current and localized if it is to 
be of practical help. Food supplies (and ,consequently 
prices) are ever-changing, especially on perishable food- 
stuffs. which sensitively reflect growing conditions and 
demand. Prices and supplies may vary sharply from week 
to week, and the situation in New York or Chicago may be 
quite different from that in St. Louis. 

Such local information is available to women through 
the weekly report in the Thursday section of this news- 
paper, through food advertising, and service programs on 
radio and télevision. 

Armed with her knowledge of current supplies and 
her shopping list, the homemaker is then ready for the 
second phase of her marketing. 

Smart to Ask Questions. 

It is a wise bride who establishes a good relationship 
with the tradespeople in her community, recognizing the 
fact that they are anxious to help her in every way possible 
and that they are experts in their own field. She shouldn't 
hesitate to ask questions; an eager student usually finds a 
responsive teachet, and the new homemaker can learn a 
great deal about food in this way. 

Not only is it more pleasant to do business on a 
friendly rather than an impersonal basis, but it also is 
more advantageous. If she will confide in her meat or 
produce man, being specific as to the purpose for which

Administration Easing Many of Its At- 
titudes—Republican and Democratic 
Liberals Join Forces in Congress — 
Supreme Court Changes, Too.

NEW emphasis — and perhaps even a new alignment of 
forces — seems to be emerging in all three branches of the 


A to Government. 


In the Executive branch, President Eisenhower and the so- 


called modern Republicans are 


moving toward a more liberal 


attitude on questions of disarmament. and world trade with the 


Communists. 

At the. same time they are 
reviewing their Overseas com- 
mitments and seem to be taking 
a more sympathetic attitude to 
reducing their garrisons in other 
countries. The decision an- 
nounced Friday, to withdraw all 
ground combat troops in Japan, 
is an illustration of a trend that 
is expected to be seen elsewhere 
in the world before the end 
of the year. 

In the legislative branch, an 
increasingly powerful coalition 
of Republican and Democratic 
liberals has recently taken the 
initiative on oa aid and 
even on civil ] tion 
over the conservative’ Repub- 
licans and Southern Democrats 
who have been dominant in 
the last generation, particularly 
in the civil rights field. 

Protectionist Policy. 

Most observers believe it is 
too early to say that. the South, 
among the most ardent support- 
ers of internationalism since the | 
middle thirties, is turning more 
nationalist. The industrializa- 
tion of the South and the rise 
of foreign competition for the 
South’s textile industry in par- 
ticular seems, however, to be 
driving the Southerners toward 
a more protectionist policy. 

The transition in the judicial 
branch of the Government is 
even more marked. The Su- 
preme Court, presided over by 
Chief Justice Earl Warren of 


radical new defense policy with- 
out waiting to co-ordinate it 
with Washington’s and insisted 


against the Administration's ex- 
pressed desire. ‘ 

The major defeated nations 
of the last war, Germany and 
Japan, are maintaining their 
alliance with the United States 
but insisting on a larger meas- 
ure of independence to go their 
own way, even when this di- 
verges from Washington’s. 

Moscow is experiencing the 
same upsurge of independence 
in eastern Europe, notably in 
Poland and Hungary. 

Responding to Pressure. 

Thus, while the balance of 
power in the world remains un- 
changed, the relaxation of ten- 
sions that Moscow has talked so 
much about has actually oc- 
curred, even more than the Ad- 
ministration would like. Indeed, 
the White House and the State 
Department are responding to 
‘pressures from the Allies and 
from public opinion, rather than 
leading that opinion into new 
channels. 

In Congress, the legislators 
from the South seem to be re- 
acting sharply against many of 
the economic aspects of these 
changes. The trend toward pro- 
tectionism in that part of the 
country has been coming on for 
a long time. It has been par- 
ticularly in evidence in the last 


California, is now speaking up | 
more forcefully in defense of | 
those claiming the protection 
of the First, Fifth and Four- | 
teenth Amendments to the Con- | 
stitution. | 

Coincidentally, it seems to 
be taking a sterner attitude to- 
ward what it regards as mo- 
nopoly practices, as witness its 
recent decision against the Du 
Pont company’s relationship to 
General Motors. 

Thus, observers here see all 
three branches of the Govern-' 
ment departing more and more 
from the attitudes so prominent 
during and immediately after 
the Korean war. 

Apxiety Diminishes. 

One official in the executive 
branch defined the ‘ current 
trend this way: 

“Vast changes are, taking 
place in the world, and these 
are now being reflected by 
changes in our own government. 
The anxiety and war psychology 
of the first decade after the 
last great war are diminishing. 
Therefore there is now less 
emphasis on the themes that 
predominated here two or three 

ears ago.” 

3 The Administration is no long- 
er talking as belligerently to- 
ward the Communists as it did 
even a year ago. It is maintain- 
ing its “positions of strength 
policy, but it is modifying it 
perceptibly. 

Serious negotiations are pro- 
ceeding with the Soviet Union | 
about an arms limitation treaty. 
Offers to stop tests of atomic 
and thermonuclear weapons, 
flatly rejected in 1956, are now 
being made in Moscow. 

The defenses of Korea are 
now being modernized, but 
there is no longer any talk of 
reopening war on that penin- 
sula. and Washington has made 
clear that it will not co-operate 
ig arly invasion by the Chinese 
Nationalists on the China main- 
land. 

Trade With Red China. 
Meanwhile, the Administra- 
acquiescing in increased 
trade by Britain, Japan, Ger- 
many and other allied powers 
with Communist China, and 
while it is maintaining its own 
total embargo on trade with 
that regime, there is some evi- 
dence that it is willing to mod- 
ify its bar on United States 
reporters going to Peiping. 

There is still talk of “liberat- 
ing” the Soviet satellites in | 
eastern Europe, but the United 
States has completed a series 
of loans to Communist Poland, 
and has reassured Moscow that

The South, once primarily 
concerned with selling its cot- 
ton and other agricultural prod- 
ucts ©verseas, and therefore in 
favor of low tariffs, is now in- 
creasingly opposed to the for- 
eign aid policies favored by the 
Eisenhower Administration. 

Most of the favorable votes 
for these large ‘appropriation 
bills for other nations since the 
last war have: come from the 
Democratic party, and the South 
originally took a leading posi- 
tion in this pattern. 

Foreign Aid Vote. 

In the Senate vote this year 
on authorizing foreign aid, how- 
ever, (passed 57-to-25), 32 Re- 
publicans and only 25 Demo- 
crats voted for it.-On passage 
of the bill, 11 of the 17 Demo- 
crats who voted against it were 
from the South, with the two 
Democratic Senators from Geor- 
gia, Richard B. Russell and 
Herman Talmadge, repeating 
many of the arguments formerly 
used primarily by Republicans 
from the Middle West. 

Coincidentally, this same co- 
alition of Republican and Dem- 
ocratic liberals who put over 
the foreign aid authorization 
bill have now seized the initia- 
tive from th@ southern con- 
servatives in the first round of 
the Senate battle over the Ad- 
miristration’s civil rights legis- 
lation. 

They may not be able to hold 
this initiative in the big talka- 
thon later in the summer, but 


‘here again a new alignment of 


political forces is in evidence, 


with the administration taking 


the lead in its bid to carry the 
northern Negroes back to the 
G.O.P., where they voted be- 
fore the New Deal -era. 

By its decision in the public 
school integration cases the Su- 
preme Court has played an im- 
portant role in this new strug- 
gle for the Negro vote. It is 
also arguing that ‘the clear and 
present danger” of Communism 
is not so great as to justify 
indifference in legislative and 
administration action to the 
rights of individuals under the 
Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights, 

Thus the second phase of the 
postwar era is now beginning, 
with , great changes overseas 
producing evidence of great im- 
pending changes at home.

Wasters on the Run 


One smashing blow after another has been 
suffered by the opponents of full development 
of the great natural resource at Hell's Canyon, 
in the Pacific Northwest. 

First the Idaho Power Co. surrendered the 
dubiously granted tax concessions for which it 
had been under fire, in a grandstand play all too 
obviously meant to influence next day's vote in 
the Senate. 

The Senate was not impressed. It reversed 
last year’s narrow vote in a surprising victory 
for maximum development. The net effect of 
Idaho Power's big renunciation scene was to 
cast doubt on the validity of the whole project, 
along with the tax concession, as Senate Majori- 
ty Leader Lyndon Johnson of Texas said. 


The repudiated concession and the Senate 
vote may well prove the turning point in the 
Hell's Canyon case, as the disclosure of Adolphe 
H. Wenzell’s dual role and the decision of the 
City of Memphis to build its own steam plant 
proved the turning point in Dixon-Yates. 

Up to then, the Dixon-Yates project had ap- 
peared an impregnable barrier to the will of 
the overwhelming majority of the people of the 
Tennessee Valley. 

In the same way, up to now the Idaho Power 
Co. and its wasteful projects on the magnificent 
Columbia River system have tawarted the will 
of the overwhelming majority of the people of 
the booming Pacific Northwest. 

But when Dixon-Yates started crumbling, it 
crumbled fast and it crumbled completely. It 
could not stand up under public knowledge of 
so many of the facts, though not all the facts 
have even yet been pried out. 

The gift of the nation’s richest remaining 
waterpower site to a private company for a 
botched development is an indefensible piece 
of waste. 

It is waste being committed for the sake of 
an empty doctrinaire contention that develop- 
ment of electric power by a private company, 
even when it is inferior, is preferable to devel- 
opment by the enterprise of all the people act- 
ing through their Government, even when ‘it is 
superior. 

The signs are hopeful that the wasters at 
Hell's Canyon are on the run. 

A favorable vote on the bill in the House 
should serve to spur that run into a rout. 

Meanwhile, the disclosures of the pertinent 
facts should go on, for the facts are the wasters’ 
worst enemies. Senator Kefauver quite rightly 
intends to find out why the Idaho Power presi- 
dent, T. E. Roach, surrendered the tax conces- 
sion, apparently of his own accord, and with 
evidence of extreme haste, only a week after he 
had told the Kefauver subcommittee indignantly 
that he would not entertain any idea of the sort. 

As elsewhere in this absorbing mystery, there 
must be more hére than meets the eye.

Russia and the Submarine Gambit 

Soviet Russia’s sale of three submarines to 
Egypt fs a master stroke in the field of calcu- 
lated mischief making. In addition it is a de- 
liberate affront to the United Nations since the 
sale violates a General Assembly resolution 
adopted in November, 1956, against introducing 
new military equipment in the troubled Middle 
East. 

The submarine and the atomic bomb are about 
the only two modern weapons of war that have 
not yet appeared at the eastern end of the 
Mediterranean. There can be no doubt that, as 
the State Department fears, the acquisition by 
Egypt of submarines will “increase tension and 
jeopardize peace” in an area where international 
crises devélop swiftly. 

Dictator Gamal Nasser, despite the military 
ineptitude he displayed in the fighting with 
Israel, France and England, probably believes 
that the submarines put Aim in an excellent po- 
sition ta, bluff—and perhaps even to cripple— 


* Israel. 


But submarine warfare is not learned in a 
few months. It takes léng and patient training 
and constant practice to navigate a submarine. 
Egypt has never had “any kind of sea force 
worthy of being called @ navy and it is doubtful 
that it has any technicians capable of operating 
a submarine. Unless Moscow has also supplied 
Cairo withethe trained. crews, the submarines 
are for some time going to be more of a menace 
to Egyptians than to anyone else. 


If the Egyptians d@ become proficient in 
peacetime operation of the craft, they face the 
fact that aggressive use of submarines requires 
far greater skill. Nevertiieless, the mere acquisi- 
tion of such powerful weapons so strange to the 
Arab world will enhance Nasser'’s damaged rep- 
utation as the strong man of the Middle East. 

Israel, with only thé few destroyer-type ships 
and the planes now possessed, should be in a 
position to meet Egypt's newest threat for pos- 
sibly two or three years. Yet is Israel to be 
blamed for asserting that it needs far better 
anti-submarine weapons so that it can keep pace 
with any progress that Egypt may make in sub- 
marine warfare?

An Important Report 

The report of the 12-member Commission on 
Government Security deserves the most scrup- 
ulous study by members of Congress and the 
administrative departments. It deserves also 
the same kind of attention from the country at 
large. For here is a report, produced after 18 
months of deliberation, with far-reaching impli- 
cations for our national security and hence for 
each individual citizen, 

There are too many propdsals in the report for 
any quick and easy over-all characterization.

At the same time, the Girard case and other 
signs of worsening relations gave Washington 
good re ‘to be receptive to Mr. Kishi. The 
communique reflects an unusual achievement in 
understanding by both national leaders. 

The most important, though undramatic, pro- 
vision of the Eisenhower-Kishi report affects the 
mutual security treaty between the two nations, 
Mr. Kishi had said this was not “fully satisfac- 
tory” in practice. The treaty established Ameri- 


can protection of Japan pending the develop | 


ment of Japanese defenses, but it also has in- 
jured Japanese sovereignty and pride. 
ample, the treaty gives the United States au- 
thority fo move its troops anywhere without 
consulting the Japanese. 

Now the communique says an inter-govern- 
mental committee has been established to “con- 
sider future adjustments” in Japanese-American 
relations. This does not spell out treaty revi- 
sion, but it opens the way for change. 

As a concrete example of military concessions, 
the communique announces prompt withdrawal 
of all United States ground combat troops from 
Japan. The 30,000 ground troops will begin 
leaving the country next month. Within the 
next year there will also be substantial reduc- 
tions in our air and naval personnel, now num- 
bering 70,000. 

In the redeployment of these troops the Ad- 
ministration must take into consideration the 
fact that a Communist army remains poised in 
North Korea. For Republican campaigh orators 
have always insisted that the withdrawal of 
United States forces from South Korea invited 
Red aggression there, and the risk should not 
be repeated in withdrawing troops from Japan. 

While the military withdrawal should be reas- 
suring to Japan’s sense of sovereignty, it also 
will cost Japan heavily in American occupation 
expenditures. An effort apparently will be made 
to reduce the economic loss. Mr. Kishi is un- 
derstood to have won a half-billion-dollar credit 
for ecdhomic development. 

But the most significant economic point in the 
communique relates to trade with China, which 
traditionally sustained Japan’s commercial ex- 
istence. The communique says Mr. Eisenhower 
stressed the need for control of strategic ex- 
ports, while Mr. Kishi emphasized the necessity 
for more trade, but each understood the other. 

Against the background of recent events, this 
statement indicates that trade barriers between 
Japan and Red China can be reduced somewhat. 
Indeed, that seemed inevitable when Britain re- 
cently led the way toward easing export controls. 
Mr. Eisenhower himself had said he believed 
that in the long run trade could not be stopped. 

These agreements give Prime Minister Kishi 
evidence for home consumption that the United 
States does not seek arbitrarily to restrict either 
the sovereignty or the commerce of Japan. And 
in return the United States should be able to 
anticipate a strengthening of a “strong partner- 
ship.” That is what Mr. Kishi called it, and 
that is the only basis for an éffective alliance. 


Wait and See 

The Citizens’ Committee for City-County Co 
ordination has tentatively selected Aug. 10 as 
the date on which it intends filing petitions call- 
ing for a metropolitan board of freeholMers. Citi- 
zens interested in creating conditions under 
which that board can work most effectively will 
be happy to note that the Aug. 10 date is only 
tentative. 

The Citizens’ Committee acted after the Metro- 
politan St. Louis Survey group announced its 
final report on possible adjustments in city- 
county relationships would be held up until 
after the St. Louis Charter election, Aug. 6. 
That was sensible. It makes even more sense for 
the citizens to see what is in the Metropolitan 
Survey's report before they rush in to file their 
petitions. 

One of the important city-county headaches 
is transportation—traffic and transit. A $500,000 
survey of the area's transportation needs is 
currently under way independently of the Metro- 
politan Survey.. The transit survey will not be 
completed until August 1958 If the Citizens’ 
Committee's petitions were filed this Aug. 10, it 
is quite possible that the metropolitan freehold- 
ers, who must complete their work in a year, 
would not have the benefit of the Transit Sur- 
vey, and that would be most unfortunate. 

The Citizens’ Committee has displayed com- 
mendable restraint in holding up its petitions 
for several months now. It should also look 
before leaping Aug. 10. : 
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London Conference and the Senate 

Secretary of State Dulles’s proposal to include 
two dr more Senators among the United States 
delegates to the London disarmament confer- 
ence has now been presented in greater detail. 
He has asked the Senate formally to name a 
group of its members to familiarize themselves 
with the progress of the disarmament talks so 
as to be ready to atténd the conference “if that 
becomes desirable.” 

The Secretary of State does not request that 
Senators be sentnow. On the contrary, he says 
it would be “premature” for any members of 
the Senate to go to the London meeting at this 
time. This means that the proposal apparently 
does not anticipate taking Senators away from 
Capitol Hill in the busy closing weeks of the 

¢ session. ‘The welcome favorable vote on the 
Hell's Cahyon public power dam bill last Friday 
is indicative of what important tests are coming 
this month. 

As we said in our first comment on the Dulles 
recommendation, it is desirable for the Execu- 
tive branch and the Senate to co-operate in 
évery reasonable and proper way in the conduct 

of the nation’s foreign relations. Fortunately, 
: after World War Il, Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
the Senate were able to work out a bipartisan 
approach with the result that the United States 
entered entiiusiastically into the U.N. This 
achievement stood in sharp contrast to the dis- 
astrous battle between the G.O.P. Senate and 
the Wilson Administration over the Treaty of 
Versailles and the League of Nations, 1919-20. 


The Senate, under our Constitution, hag an ' 


independent function in the conduct of foreign 
affairs, and no group of Senators can bind other 
Senators. But a carefully selected delegation 
can attend an important conference such as 
that in London and help pave the way for its 
eventual success. :

The romance between intellectuals 
and the game of baseball is, for the 
most part, one-sided to the point of 
absurdity. A large percentage of in- 
telligent Americans evaluate the 400 
men who play major baseball as awe- 
somely gifted demigods. A large per- 
centage of the muscular 400 rate intel- 
lectuals several notches below umpires. 


Written words and men “who write, 
baliplayers agree, are things to be 
approached carefully, like land mines. 
Better still, they 
are not approached 
at all. This situa- 
tion is entirely log- 
ical. The baliplay- 
er’s first postschool 
contact with the 
printed word ordi- 
narily comes 
through the sports 
columns of a news- 
paper. All is well 
when the player is 
successful, but as 
soon as he makes 
an important error 
or strikes out at a 
critical time, there 
is a headline, an article, a box score 
and possibly a feature story document- 
ing and publicizing his failure. 


Even assuming a thoroughly happy 
school experience with books, some- 
thing rather rare among athletes who 
can easily find greater success outside 
the classroom, sports page reading in 
itself can be traumatic. 


Mesers. Mantel, Dressen and Books

Somehow, he be- 
lieved once with the most proud faith 
he possessed, if he ever did make the 
major leagues, everything would be- 
come ideal. 


The Majors and the Ideal 


A major league baseball team is a 
collection of 25 youngish men who 
have made the major leagues and dis- 
covered that in spite of it, life remains 
distressingly short of ideal. A _ bad 
knee still throbs before a rainstorm. 
Too much beer still makes for an un- 
pleasant fullness. Girls still insist on 
tiresome preliminaries. And now there 
is a wife who gets headaches or a baby 
who has colic. No, despite the auto- 
graph hunters, things are a long way 
from ideal. 

So Willie Mays angrily announces 
that he will henceforth charge $500 to 
be interviewed, and Duke Snider shifts 
his dream-site from a ball park to an 
avocado farm that looks over the Pa- 
cific, and Pee Wee Reese tries to fight 
off a momentary depression by saying: 
“Sure I dreamt about baseball when I 
was a kid, but not the night games. No 
sir. I did not dream about the lights.”’

Between Book Ends 


Nothing Excites the British 


ONE HALF OF THE WORLD, by James 
Barlow. (Harper, 277 pgs. $3.50.) 


Mr. Barlow has an intriguing situa- 
tion for his fantasy: A foreign con- 
queror occupies Great Britain in the 
year 1960, a bleak prospect under nor- 
mal circumstances. But this is rot the 
ordinary occupation of intellectual re- 
pression and physical abuse. It is a 
uniquely conceived benevolent despo- 
tism. | 

The modes and mores of English life 
are disturbed only slightly by the for- 
eign infidels; the British parliamentary 
framework is manipulated skillfully and 
even winningly by the invaders. To 
be sure, there is.a bit of fuss about 
established religion; it is: necessary to 
conduct church sefvices in private 
homes, but only-ouy hero, an improba- 
ble specimen of middle class British 
reserve, is bothered by that. 

Matter of fact, no one else is excited 
about much of anything. The con-

By its nature, the watching of base- 
ball appeals most strongly to imag- 
inative people.

There is a germ of first-rate 
political satire, a rare thing these days. 
Had the author not been so grimly in- 
sistent on playing it straight, he might 
have made his easy-going Big Brothers 
comic foils and worthy companions to 
Orwell's horrid regimentation. 


Looking at if ariother way, “One Half 
of the World” coul@ have been a valu- 
able theoretical treatise on how to win 
friends and influence captives, offering 
opportunities for shrewd commentary 
on the current political scene and power 
struggle, - This rewarding idea, unfor- 
tunately, serves only as a backdrop. 

Instead, Mr. Barlow emphasizes as 
his main theme a stock-love affair be- 
tween a very confused 36-year-old po- 
lice sergeant and a remarkably uninter- 
esting chit of 18.. While iI,, like Mr. 
Dulles, have nothing against. romance, 
\in this case it means some fine oppor- 
‘tunities for satire and political insight 
go glimmering.

Three Stars Tell Inquiry 
Baseball Needs Reserve

tem came from Robin Roberts, 
the Philadelphia Phillies’ great 
right - handed pitcher; Eddie 
Yost, veteran Washington Sen- 
ators third baseman, and Jefry 
Coleman, infielder for the world 
champion New York Yankees. 


The three stars, on an off-day 
from the ball field, testified as 
player representatives in the 
House Anti-Trust subcommit- 
tee’s investigation of the ‘legal 
status of baseball and other pro 
sports enterprises. 


Criticism by One Witness. 

Before they were called, a 
former big league pitcher, who | 
spent most of his career shut- | 
tling back and forth among mi- | 
nor teams, declared club owners 
“are brutal the way they handle 
ballplayers, especially in the 
minor leagues.” James Prender- 
gast, now a Buffalo {N.Y.) brew- 
ery salesman, said the believed 
players in the lower leagues re- 
garded the reserve clause as “a 
weapon” for use by club owners. 

The clause binds a player to 
the club that first signs him. 

Roberts, Yost and Coleman 
told the subcommittee the con- 
tract provision has benefited 
the game. 

“Whether it can be altered 
or changed, I den’t know,” Rob- 
erts said. “No other method 
has been tried.” Under ques- 
tioning, he said thought could 
be given to a proposal by Rep- 
resentative MacDonald (Dem.), 
Massachusetts to limit the re- 
serve in each contract to four 
years. But berts said elimi- 
nating the use would mean 
“taking away a lot” from the 
organization and morale of ball 
teams. 

“The best situation is to be 
able to bring up a player in 
your own! organization,” Rob- 
erts said in reference to the 
advancement of players through 
a club’s farm system to the

A Stormy Career. 

Prendergast, by his own ad- 
mission, had a stormy career in 
baseball starting in 1936.

WIMBLEDON, England, June 
24 (AP)—Luis Ayala of Chile 
upset America’s top ranked 
player, Hamilton Richardson of 
Baton Rouge, La., in the first 
round of the rain-plagued Wim- 
bledon tennis championships to- 
day. The scores were 3-6, 6-4, 


Richardson, a Rhodes scholar 
at Oxford and former member 
of the American Davis Cup 
team,. was the third-seeded 
player in the men’s singles 
tournament. 

The day's schedule was badly 
upset by the rain. Although 
play was resumed on the center 
court and some others after it 
let up, many courts which 
hadn't been covered were left 
in unplayable condition. 

Richardson won the first set 
before his South American got 
warmed up, breaking Ayala’s 
service three times. Thereafter 
he seldom looked like a seeded 
star, showing the effects of in- 
frequent play. 

Two Americans led in matches 
that were left unfinished be- 
cause of the weather conditions. 
Veteran Gardnar Mulloy of 
Denver led Derek Lawer of 
South Africa, 6-4, 6-1, 3-6, 0-1, 
and Richard V. Sherman of 
Temple City, Calif., led John 
Barrett, England, 6-4, 12-10, 
when play was stopped. Both 
matches will be completed to- 
morrow. 

Richardson, although he has 
played little tennis this year in 
preparation for Wimbledon, was 
regarded as America’s best pros- 
pect for halting the march of 
Australia’s star players to their 
second straight Wimbledon sin- 
gles title. 

But the American’s prepara- 
tions were interrupted last April 
when he suffered an ankle in- 
jury and a cast was put on his 
foot. 

Before the rain began, Lew 
Hoad, the defending champion, 
and Neal Fraser, fifth-seeded 
Australian, won their way into 
the second round along with two 
unseeded Americans, Hugh 
Stewart and Myron Franks, both 
of Los Angeles.

Expert Says Business, Labor © 


Are Real Sources of Inflation 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (UP) | 
— Former President Truman's 
chief economic adviser said to- 
day ““we should stop passing the 
buck” to the Federal Govern- 
ment as the chief cause of in- 
flation. 

“It is much nearer to the 
truth,” he said, “to say that the | 
real source of inflation” lies | 
with business and labor. | 

The economist, Dr. Edwin G. | 
Nourse, said the Eisenhower 
Administration “has done a 
good deal toward curbing the | 
inflation whose seeds were sown | 
in the war and early postwar | 
period.” | 

Nourse made the statements 
at the opening of a two-day 
conference sponsored by the 
National Citizens Committee to 
Curb Inflation. | 

Paul C. Stark of Louisiana, | 
Mo., the committee’s program 
director, said the conference is 
intended as a “sounding board” | 
on the cause of inflation and to | 
detail the facts “on how the. 
fight against inflation must be | 
waged by the people them- 
selves.” 

Cites ‘Tight Money.’ 

Nourse said the Eisenhower | 
Administration “has tenaciously 
resisted tax reduction that | 
would have been inflationary | 
and has pursued a tight money | 
policy that is counter-infla- 
tionary.” | 

In addition, he said, President 
| Eisenhower has “pointed to the | 
responsibility of business man- | 
agement and union labor to ab- | 
Stain from sowing the seeds of 
inflation and expecting govern- 
ment to offset the pressures 
thus created.” 

Nourse said inflation has been 
caused mainly by wage and 
price increases. He said farm- 
ers also added feed to the in- 
flationary fire by demanding 
parity prices for their products.

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But he said the governmeht 
also is partly to blame because 
of such policies as stockpiling. 
of various metals to maintain 
their prices, the granting of 
loans on “artificially easy 
terms,” the huge purchases it 
makes from industry, and the 
cost of the federal payroll. 

He said that curbing inflation 
and at the same time maintain- 
ing prosperity cannot be done 
“by simply cutting two billion 
dollars or six billion dollars” 
out of the federal budget. 

Urges Immediate Curb. 

“We shall have to curb .in- 
flation right now without pre- 
cipitating serious recession or 
succumbing to government con- 
trol if we are going to validate 
the claims we make for the free 
way of economic life.” 

It cannot be done, Nourse 
said, by leaving the “problem 
to Washington and expecting 
the President and Congress and 
the Federal Reserve to do it 
with mirrors.” 
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The conference is the culmi- 
nation of grass roots action in 
many communities whose lead- 
ers want to remind the average 
citizen of his role in the fight 
against inflation. 

Stark said: “Our hope is that 
this conference in the nation’s 
capital will highlight the causes 
and controls of inflation and 
serve as a sounding board to 
carry the story and the facts on 
how the fight against inflation 
must be waged by the people 
themselves. ... 

“We want to bring home to 
them the fact that pressure for 
more federal spending, along 
with the rising costs of doing 
business, have already contrib- 
uted much to the decrease in 
the purchasing value of the 
dollar.”

Why Not Buy Bonds. 

All of us, from President 
Eisenhower down, must find an 
answer to Wall Street’s current 
mystery: What holds up the 
stock market in the face of the 
decline in bonds? If it’s infla- 
tion, if people are buying 
stocks as an inflation hedge, 
beware. The Treasury fs fight- 
ing inflation. The Federal Re- 
serve Board is fighting infla- 
tion: It’s a fight they have to 
win, or America—and the west- 
ern world with it—will really 
be in trouble. 

Suppose you and I, along 
with every one else, became 
convinced that prices were 
bound to go up about 2 per 
cent or 3 per cent a year; that 
the quicker a dollar were spent

the greater would be the value 
bought; that savings were 
doomed to confisca-

tion. What would we do? We'd 
act. We'd spurn all bonds. We'd 
cash in saving bonds. We'd buy 
stocks; we'd spend like fury. 
We'd send the stock market up; 
we'd push bond prices down. 
Corporations and state and 
local governments wouldn't be 
able to float bonds, interest 
rates would be prohibitive. 
Capital expansion would stop 
with a crash. We'd generate a 
bust for sure. Confidence in 
capitalism would thud — the 
world over. 


‘Permanent Income’ Factor. 
The alternative hypothesis— 


and one I lean to—is that the 
country is on the threshold of 
another upsurge in consumer 
y|spenGing; that the two-year 
drop in housing and automobile 


sales will come to an end this 


year and forerun a rise in 1958; 


that stocks are buoyed by busi- 
hess prospects. A recent study 
for the National Bureau of Eco- 


nomic Research by Milton Fried- 


man is suggestive. Friedman 


says that consumer spending de- 


pends not so much on immedi- 
ate weekly income of families 
but rather on what he calls 
“permanent income,” expected 
income over the years. 

And “permanent income” 
has been on the rise these 
last ten years. Optimism 
among wage and salary re- 
cipients hasn’t yet been af- 
fected by the difficulties in 
the financial markets. So, I. 
feel that consumer spending, 
hence, corporate sales and 
profits, will rise later in the 
year, thus justifying: 

Present capital expendi- 
tures of corporations. 

The present level of stock 
prices, because dividends will 
be sustained and perhaps ad- 
vanced. 

Maybe I’m overconfident. So 
far, 1957 has “worked out” ac- 
cording to my expectations. I 
have written that a decline 
would occur in the first half 
and that an upturn would de- 
velop in the second half. This 
was contrary to the accepted 
view that 1956 momentum 
would carry over into a strong 
1957 first half, but then busi- 
ness would sag. Maybe, like 
tRe successful bettor at the race 
track, success has gone to my 


go. 

Since there are sO many cross 
currents, no forecaster can be 
sure he’s right. All I’m doing is 
riding prosperity—hopeful that 
this is an economic lull, not a 
lesion. 
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KISHI IN FAVOR

Prime Minister Kishi said today 
Japan would like to increase 
trade “in peaceful goods” with 
Communist China. He told a 
press conference, however, that 
Japan at present has no inten- 
tion of recognizing- Communist 
China and is opposed to its ad- 
mission to the United Nations. 

Japan now sells $60,000,000 
worth of goods a year to Red 
China and imports $80,000,000 
worth from that country. 

“We would like to see this 
trade extended to $100,000,000 
a year each way,” Kishi said. 

On a lighter subject, he said, 
“T regret to say that President 
Eisenhower's golf now is better 
than mine—but inasmuch as I 
am almost 10 years younger, in 
a year’s time I might surpass 
him in skill.” 

Kishi attended the first game 
of the Yankee-Whit Sox dou- 
ble-header yesterday at Yankee 
Stadium.

Suit has been filed by the 
United States Government 
against the White County (IIL) 
Bridge Commission seeking to 
recover $69,101 in toll funds 
allegedly used for “improper 
_ purposes,” Assistant United 
States Attorney Charles Young 
of Danville, Ill., said today. 

The Government charged in 
the suit, filed“early this month 
at Danville, that money that 
should have been spent on the 
bridge instead was used to bene- 
fit the “private interests” of 
Roy Clippinger, 
ager, and the newspaper he op- 
erates at Carmi, II). 

Co-defendants named with 
Clippinger were Bridge Com- 
missioners J. Madison Pomeroy 
and Ulys Pyle; administrators of 
the estate of Jennings F. Mar- 
lin; Lenna A. Kern, administra- 
tor of the estate of Julius C. 
Kern, and the Carmi Times 
Publishing Co. Marlin and Kern 
were bridge commissioners. 

The bridge commissioners 
“breached a fiduciary duty” and 
were guilty of “misfeasance in 
office,” the suit charged. - It 
contended also that because 
some toll funds were not prop- 
etly used for upkeep and oper- 


ation, the States of Illinois and 


Indiana have refused to take 
title to the bridge. 

The bridge was built in 1930 
and was placed under the com- 
mission’s control by Congress in 
1941. It spans the Wabash 
river between White county and 
New Harmony, Ind. Operation 
of the bridge has been widely 
criticized and under inquiry for 
about two years. 

Investigators of the United 
States House of Representatives 
reported last year that they had 
found “apparently questionable 
expenditures” of thousands of 
dollars by the Bridge Commis- 
s10N. 

All three bridge commis- 
missioners, the report by a 
special committee said, should 
be removed and the attorneys 
general of Illinois and Indiana 
advised of the House report in 
order to take any action “they 
deem proper.”

He feels 
that no matter what a man’s 
nationality or status in life, he 
laughs at the same situations 
in any language, the victory of 
the henpecked husband, the 
worm’s turning, the fall of the 
proud and the pompous. He 
knows that the theater can be 
a mighty medium for propa- 
ganda to sway men’s minds. 
That’s why, along with other 
assignments with the U.S.I1.A., 
he turned to vaudeville to help 
fight Communist propaganda in 
Viet Nam, portraying the hard- 
ship of life under Communist 
regime as opposed to that in a 
free country. Many of the situ- 
ations were broad satire. But 
the audience always got the 


point. 

Rein organized three theatri- 
cal companies, one at a time, 
as he could obtain directors 
and actors. At first, haunted by 
the fear of Communist reprisal, 
none of the native actors would 
touch the project. Finally one, 
scared more by the threat of 
starvation than punishment, 
took the job as director of a 
company in order to eat, and 
gradually, the troupe was as- 
sembled. After that show had 
been on the road a short time, 
a second was organized,’ and 
Rein found it much easier then 
to recruit players. 

“By the time I started the 
third, actors were beating at 
my door for jobs. They had 
been afraid at first, but when 
they saw others actually stand- 
ing up there and saying these 
things about Communism, they 
gained the courage to say them 
too %? 


Despite poorly - maintained 
roads which made transporta- 
tion tedious and hazardous, the 
companies literally covered the 
country, presenting as many as 
20 shows a month. With a great 
deal of experience in scenic de- 
sign in American schools and 
stock companies, Rein set up a 
stage on the bed of a truck and

It has 
been discovered that this meth- 
od of preparation can be used 
pretty well in the home kitchen 
as well as on the outside grill. 
In fact, recently when I attend- 
ed a luncheon at a fine restau- 
rant, the chicken was prepared 
barbecue style. 

The interesting combination 
of red beans, which now can be 
purchased in a can, with rice 
plus the sauce provides a new 
taste experience. This is prac- 
tically a one-dish meal in itself. 
While it is mo better than 
creamed or scalloped potatoes 
that always go so well with 
chicken, we all like a novelty 
once in a while. — 

It is suggested that chicken 
prepared in the broiler oven 
may have the appearance of 
that done on an outside grill 
over coals. This is accomplish- 
ed by heating the broiler rack 
very hot and pressing this into 
the chicken long enough to 
“brand” the skin. By the way, 
this also adds a touch of flavor. 

If the weather indications 
prophesying sunny skies and 
warmth disappéint us, we can 
still have a barbecued meal for

pounds, split lengthwise, three- 
fourths cup butter or margarine, 
melted, one cup white vinegar, 
two and one-half tablespoons 
salt, one-half cup brown sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon cayenne, 
one cup rice, cooked, one can 
(one pound) red beans, drained.

Com- 
bine melted butter or marga- 
rine, vinegar, salt, brown sugar 
and cayenne and biend well 
over low heat until hot but not 
boiling. Brush chicken with 
sauce, and place seven to nine 
inches from heat. Broil, turn- 
ing on both sides until browned, 
basting frequently with sauce, 
about one hour or until leg 
bone twists readily out of thigh 
joint. When chicken is about 
three-fourths done, set aside, 
pouring off juices to reserve for 
serving at table. Place cooked 
rice and beans in bottom of 
broiler pan, place chicken on 
top and continue broiling, bast- 
ing with sauce, until chicken is 
done. Yield: Four servings. 
Variation.

He 
berates them, and says, “This 
fish belongs to the people, but 
since I represent the people, 
you may give it to me.’
